THE DRAFI OF THE REVISED | 
TREATY WITH JAPAN. 

A copy of the Draft proposed to re- 
place the existing. Treaties between 
Japan and Foreign Powers appeared in 
the Japan Herald of the 16th ; and this 
action, which isregarded by the Japanese 
asa breach of confidence, has caused 
considerale excitement in the capital. 
The “Herald defends its position by ap- 
pesling to the surreptitious nianner 
which the Treaty with the United 
States was negotiated, and maintains 
that it is “ something almost indecent in 
the Government approaching the For- 
eign Representatives, and asking them 
to: keop from. their ‘nationals’ in this 
country what it is so extremely right 
and proper’.that they should know.” 
Arguing upon’ this basis, the Herald 
seeks to turn the tables on the objectors, 
‘and puts it that, instend of proving 
unfaithful to his trust by ‘giving sucha 
Draft to the world, any Foreign Re 
presentative would have failed in that 
service he owed. to. his country had he 
id himsolf to any secresy. whatever. 
t is alleged, on. the other hand, that 
the docnwent was delivered in confidence, 
and that its. publication is-a clear breach 
of that confidence. Wo have reason to 
believe that the Draft is.a, mere .essay 
or ground-work for. negotiation, and 
that. . the re 
generally, other than. the official who has 
exercised his alleged indiscretion, sym- 
pathise with ‘the Japanese: officials’ in 
their wounded feelings. -Olearly'H.B.M., 
Representativa . was: opposed ‘to . the’ 
publication “of ‘the .incgmplete Draft ; 
and. howevér much may be said. ogainst 
the -liole-and-corner. system of much of 
the diplomacy. of the’ present day, little 


attempt to thwart the general desire of 
a body of Diplotnatists engaged upon

which it is deomed advisablo to make 
public,” From this we may reasonably in- 
fer that the propositions now published were 
communicated to the diplomatic agents of 
foreign powers in. striot confidence, and he 
who divulged the particulars has acted mala 
file, and is responsible for the embarrass- 
‘monta and delays which are not unlikely to 
follow his violation of trust. While indor- 
sing the general principle that eccreoy in 
tatters of this description is greatly to bo 
deprecated, we are constrained to acknow> 
ledge that affairs of state—of the highest 
import to thoso concerned — especially when 
purely tentative, are properly withheld from 
public notice and discussion until the fall 
consideration they demand has given to them 
a definitive form and substance. This rule 
is observed in Europe. There tentative 
propositions are rarely published by autho- 
rity of tho parties ; and we may say that ae 
we ¢ anes 
the diplomatic agents concerned is unknowa, 
We have no intention of laying olaim to 
any particular virtue in this respeot, but if 
wo hada copy of the treat, proposala we 
should have hesitated to make it publio in 
direct opposition to the wishes, courteously 
expressed, of the minister of the nation most 
deeply interested. Probably these scruples 
may be regarded contemptuonsly by many 
persons, but we venture to think they wil 

find approval amonget those who are desirous 
that the Japaneso Government should have 
every consideration extended to them in this 
matter of treaty revisionto which they at- 
tach so much importance. :,

Mr 
Justice Snowden read their decision, which 
set forth in the beginning that this cmmst 
be regarded and dealt with as an appeal 
from the order of the Chicf Justice made 
in thia suit on 12h July inst. The 
Attorney General on behalf of Mrs Sande 
objected to the order on two grounds, 
—({1) that it was an order in peremp- 
tory terms on the plaintiffs, {ntorfering 
in various particulars with another sait now 
pending before another juige in this Court 
(euit No. 64; Sands and Forbes 2 the 
Hongkoug aod Whampoa Dock Company), 
and (2) thyt the order waa illegal, as it 
ordered the inveatmcnt of the trust-money 
in the administration sult in a manner not 
pormittable by the rules nitopted by the 
Court of Nquity in Enytand, which are by 
Ordinaves 7 1 f 1873, (the Trustee and Kx- 
ecator Molief Ordinauer), soo. 12, made the 
Jaw of thie Cylony with regard to the in 
vestmont of truet funds. Their Lordships 
did not propose to express their opinion 
upon thia last point, because they thought 
it was premature to Go so. With regard 
to the first point, the argument of the 
learned Attorney General satisfied them 
that the form of order was improper 
several grounis, ‘hey thought thit the 
lengthy statumont by the Chief Justice, 
in his judgment dolivered In Court, on 
July 12tb, showed that he intended the 
order to bo declaratory and permit 
tive in point of form; and had the course 
proscribed upon that statement been follow- 
ed tho necossity for the present application 
would never have arisen, Tho learned 
Attorney Genoral implicd that the Solicitor 
for Mrs Sands did not atteud beforo the 
Regletrar, because the order was objected 
to in toto, 

The Attorney Goneral asid, bogging par- 
don for interrupting his Lordship, that he 
had been careful to say nothing whatever 
on the matter, 

The Puisue Judge ssid the Attorney (te- 
peral might have said nothing ; bul he did 
not think the Court wont too far in saying he 
implied that the aolicitor had not beon con- 
cerned in this matter and for that reason 
If the learned Attorosy Geueral would 
allow bim to read on, he would sce how the 
mattor came in, 

The Obicf Justice called Mr Denrys, and, 
as ho was stepping into the box, asked him 
whether be appoated before tho Registrar 
in this matter, 

Mr Dennys replied tbat, formally, hy bad 
not.

Tho Puisne Judge continued the road- 
ing of the decision of the Court. Thelr 
Lordships ¢:uld not admit the validity of 
the learned Attorney Goveral’s reasoning 
on this point, It was the imperative duty 
of the plaintiffs’ solicitor to attond to the 
very explicit dirention which the Obief 
Justice gave in bis judgment, Instead of 
that, they took no steps to bring to the 
notico of tho Registrar thoir view of tbe 
jndgmont, aud they did not, us thoy ought, 
ask the Court to put its own interpretation 
on ite own ordor by roferring it bak to the 
Judge who dealt with tLe matter, The Court 
was of opinion that the order muat be sont 
back to the Registrar so tbat it might be 
drawn up in accordancs with tho judgment 
of the Chief Justica.

Tho Chief Justice said that to abonght 
it might ba as well to let itlie over till the 
end of the Vacation. The Vacation bogan on 
the lst Angust and the rales wasthat nocaao 
which was not preasing should bo taken up 
during Vacation time. He bad worked 
too mach provioualy in Vacation time ; 
he was not going todo it now. Besides, 
there waa the heat. Besides, there was 4 
feoling in the case that might die away to 
a certain extent were it given some appor- 
tunity. As he remarked tha other day, wine 
was not the only thing that improved by 
keeping. . 

The Puisne Judge said he nevor desired 
any order, Hoe was quite prepared to deal 
with the case now iu bis own bande. 

Tho conversation on this cass was por- 
emptorily stopped by tho Chief Justice 
tartly remarking that ho was not going to 
have the care re-argued now; and the Court 
went on to the other business,

The Chief Justice repeated the two 
phrases he had already ased as to the ad- 
visability of no one doing too much work 
in vacation time and as to there being no 
nocosaliy for the Court. putting itself out 
of its way for those who wore not 
themselves pressing on tholr casos. 

Hia Lordship then unceremoniously loft 
the Bench avd the day's procesdings came 
abruptly to a close.

THE AMEBIOAN CONSUL OHARGED WITH 
ASSAULT; SUMMONS DISMIBBED. 


A summons was obtained yesterday by 
an American sailor named Goorge Brown, 
against Culonel J, S. Mosby, Consul at 

‘ongkong for the United States, for assault, 
and the oase camo on to-day for hearing. 
The charge wos that, the defendant did on 
the 29th July instant, unlawfully sssault 
the oumplainant, Georgo Brown, 4 seaman 
unemployed, by throwtog a spear at him. 
The form of the summons runs in the 
name of "the Queen (by George Brown),” 
and was addressed to “John Singleton 
Mosby, the Ovnsul for the United States of 
America.” This led to Colonel Mosby on 
entering the Court-room, and being greeted 
by the Magistrate, and asked what he 
wanted hero, telling him that he was here 
nt the invitation of the Queen, The Go- 
lonel afterwards suggested, referring tre 
document he held in his hand, the sum 
mone, that it looked something like a de- 
claration of war between England and 
America. 

Tho Witnesses, one fur complainant, aud 


thonght it only right slat they should pay. 

The Attorney General, remarkiog on the 
decision, sald “it arovunted in effect to 
thig,—that the Court told thess partes 
that they were to deal with this matter 
without the aid of Gounnel. 

Tho Chiof Justice replied that the effect 
of the deciafon would be seen ; it spoke for 
iteelf and it xequired no interpretation from 
the Bar, The Altorney Genoral bad so 
strongly in this caso act Up the Jaw of Eng. 
land on these matters that the Court would 
nee that, when any party bofore them asked 
that law tv be applied, it ehould bs done. 

Tbo Attorney General rewaked that 
the order which the plaintiff nccepted, 
wan prepared by the other side; should 
costs then be given against the party sp- 
yoaling ¢ i 

The Chief Justice asked if tho Attorney 
General wanted to ro-argue the whole case 
a'ter decision bad been given. Mra Sands 
hed mistsken ber remedy and she must 
psy the woste, : 

‘Tho Attorney General-explatued that the 
question be now referred to had nover 
been argued, He really thought ho ought 
to be hoard. They had never bad any 
reason to anticipate such a degislon, or a 
decision on that point. It came to this,— 
that because, the Registrar and the Chief 
Justice differe] as to the proper form in 
which, to-express the effect of the Chief 
Tustice’s judgment, the plaintifia were told 
they were to pay costs, He had never ap- 
pealed from the form of the order ; ho had 
appealed against the judgment.

man, who took the map and carried him 
off. Again, he had him arrested and put on 
board his ship. The morning the sbip left, 
the Captain came to the Vonsulate and told 
him that this man had jumped overboard, 
and was believed to be drowned. 

‘Lhe Magistrate sald he did not want to 
intorrapt, but allthe Court bad to do with, 
all he wanted to know, was what was done 
yesterday morning, “oe 

Colonel Mosby anid he was just getting 
there. Hoe thought this wan waa really 
druwned until he walked into the Consulate 
yesterday, avother an with him, They nai. 
they wanted to ship. As American Consul 
he had nothing whatever to do with getting 
achip for avy soaman, He told them this 
and gaid co them that if they brought some 
sbipping master or snip captain who want- 
ed them he would abip them. They re- 
mained in the office and conti wed to annoy 
him ; he was clearing a ship, and be war 
buay, and he told them more than once to 
go out, to go and get a boardiug master 
They refused to leave when be told them 
He then ssid be would mike them go, He 
then took op the instrument produced 
which was a Zulu assegal, given him by the 
aaa curio; the ship bad just come from 
the Oape, He put it under his arm in thie 
sashion (illustrating by putting the spear 
under bis arm in o most invffonsive way) 
and advanced towards them. He did not 
rush at thom or either of them, nor did he 
have the spoar in his hands, They botb 
went out in double-quicx time. He tonch- 
ed neither of them, eithor with the spear 
or with his hand. The second witness was 
leadiug as they went off. The spear was 
never within & considerable distance of the 
firat witness. He only said, ‘Now, get.” 

Complainant: I felt it in my back,

W. I. Brooke: 1am Vice-Qonsul for 
America here. I was io the Consulate 
between 10 and 11 o'clock yesterday. 1 
saw these two men there. When I first 
saw them they were in the office ; notin the 
assage, ‘They were repeatedly told by 
the Uolonel to go away, ‘Then he picked 
up, in my opinion in 4 pare spirit of fun, 
that thing and presented it at the man ; 
that is he pointed it towards them, putting 
it under hisarm.

The Magistrate asked the witness to give 
the Oourt facts and not his opinion on 
anything.

The Mayistrate said the rule of law was 
tolerably clear in such s matter as this. 
It was that where a msn in the potitivo of 
thecomplainant, Brown, in this caso, refuses 
or wont when told to, go out of a public 
office or rcom when told by a proper per- 
son to do ao, the person fu charge is juetified 
in using force; but it must ba auch forcs 
or intimidation, if intimidation is nocessary, 
as will prevail on him to go. He did not 
know that there was in this case enfficient 
justification for the use of the weapon that 

ad been produced. He‘was satisfied that 
in point of law Col Mosby had boon guilty 
of an assault. The man could have been 
got out of the room by calling upon the 
constable of the Consulate or upon a con- 
atable from ontatée; or he might havo 
been got ont of the office by the Consul 
simply puttiog bis bands upon the man’s 
shoulders. In point of Inw there was no 
justification for using such | weapon as 
this, It was asid this was done in play. 
It was very hard to say what was and what 
was not play ; whore the one might end and 
the other begin. Ho did not know tbat the 
man would not hsve beon justified in turv- 
ing round and knocking down the Consul 
to prevent him using it, He was not pre- 
pated to say thatthe man would not have 
been quite jus ified in that. Be believed 
Mr Brovke’s statement that the defendant 
simply walked towards the defendant, and 
did not touch him ; but if he used this 
weapon, that ia took it in bis hand and 
pointed it at the compl-inant, that was an 
assault, The matter as it stood was not 
one of very great importance, and although 
the Court disagreed with the action of Col. 
Mosby, which was in law an assault, tho 
Court did not seo that it was a case in 
which a fine ought to be imposed. Sum- 
mons diamissed.

THE SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST THF 
CAPTAIN OF A SHIP. 


J, F. Peteraon, master of tho American 
ship Leonora, again appeared this morning 
on f summons at the instance of Louis Mar- 
tin, late carpenter of the said ship, charged 
with that ‘he did on the 7th day of July 
instant, on board the said ship in Victoria 
Harbour in this Colony, with a certain 
pietol, then and there fonded with powder 
and bullets, feloniously shoot at and against 
the said Louis Martin with intent thereby 
then and there to maim, disfigure, disable or 
to do some grievous bodily harm to him.” 

When the caso wis called His Worship 
intimated that he had received a notification 
from Mr Denuys, who formerly appeared for 
the complainant, that bo had withdrawn 
from the case. Mr Wotton, of Messrs Bre- 
reton and Wotton, again appeared far the 
defendant, and complainant was told that 
as the solicitor who had formerly acted for 
him had now withdrawn it would be neces- 
sary for him to conduct his case himself. 

He then expressed a wish that two more 
witneasea he had might be examined ; only 
one of these however was present, and he was 
accordingly put into the box. 

Charles Anderson, A. B, on board tho 
Leonora, said :—I was standing on the star- 
board side of tho deck one day. I cannot 
exactly give the date, but it was on a 
Tuesday, and shortly after dinner. J heard 
a great row between the Captain and the 
carpenter, (This witness detailed the con- 
yersation which took place between them, 
which was in corroboration of the evidence 
given by Thomas at the pyevions hearing. 

Crogs-examined by Mr Wotton :— Lhe 
Boop deck was about three feet above the 
deck. (He desoribed the position in which 
the Captain held the pistol which was di- 
reotly pointed at the carpenter.) I amidis- 
charged now from the ship and I havo been 
ashore for two weeks, I have not been loge 
gedas I did not go down to sign, Tho 
Captain put me in gool in Yokohama with- 
out any occasion, J was not taken before 
any Mogistrato or Consul. The Captain 
just put me in himself and came for me 
when he wanted mo. I wished to see the 
Consul, but the Captain would not let me, 
The Captain went ashore and sent a de- 
teotive off tor me, and I was putin gaol. 

fy His Worship :—1 was standing a short 
distance from the carpenter when be was 
fired at. 1 do not know the distanos in feut, 
but 1 know it by eye-sight. 

BH. A. Hoffman, at the request of Mr 
Wotton reoalled, said, I did not hear the 
Captain say anything after he had fired the 
pistol. I have looked carefully for any 
bullet marks about the ship but could not 
find anything, The upper deok is painted 
white and any bullet hole would be easily 
geen. 

Mr Wotton hore put in the official log in 
support of the statement of one of the wit- 
nesses that the carpenter had threatened to 
lay the Captain a corpse before reaching 
Hongkong, and generally to prove his 
turbulent character, as well aa the logging 
of the complainant's witness Anderson. 

Mr Wotton, addressing the bench for de- 
fendant, said thet the charge against the 
Captain was one of a very grave and serious 
nature indeed, but he no doubt that 
His Worship would know how to deal with 
it, should he not” feel satisfied from the 
evidence that had been leid before him that 
the cage had been fully made out. The 
evidence was euch, that, should His Wor- 
ship think of sending the case for trial to 
the Supreme Court, Do jury would give a 
conviction. The carpenter was a turbulent 
and rough obaracter, and both he and come 
had been logged at Yoko- 
hema. He hod broken his leave and come 
on board drunk and created o disturbance, 
rusbing about the deck with a revolver. 
He was a man who would stop at nothing. 
He desoribed the case as stale, it was 
twenty dayscld, The complainant had had 
ample opportunity of bringing it before his 
Consul, or the Harbour Mester, or even 
before the Magistrates in this Court, but he 
allowed all that time to elapse and gave as 
his reason that he wanted to return to 


The Magistrate: The complainant and 
witness have said that the Consul made 
a rush at them ; was that 507 

Witness: No. He walked quietly to- 
warda them with that under his arm, as 1 
hold this cane, and he said, —' Now, go 5” 
they went, :

Yokohama in the ship, he wanted to bea 
companion of o man whom he said bad 
attempted to murder him. Tho story was 
highly improbable aud was hatelied out of 
petty spite. He was ready and willing to 
continue in the-ship and he did not fear the 
Captain. When before the Consul be asid 
beled no complaint to make against the 
Captain or the ship, and when the shooting 
wos mentioned by the Captain, before 
the Consul, he took no notice of the 
matter even then, The complainant had 
brought forward two or three wite 
nesses. who had contradicted themeslyes 
in many instances, one of whom contra 
dicted the domplainant in a most serious 
point, One of them said he did not tht 

the Captain meant to injure him, but only 
to soare him and not to do him-an injury 
aswas set forth in the summons. Atten« 
tion had. been drawn to the faot- that 
the mao had been put in irons, but Mr 
Wotton did not consider that the Captain 
had done avy great: wrong by doing so, 
knowing the ter's violent disposi- 
tion, and he had threatened tolay the Cap- 
tain o corpse before: the ship arrived at her’ 
destination, He had in his hand s large 
‘hammer and in his excited state it would 
have been dangerous for any one: to come 
neat him. - The Captain not pilt the 
man -in irons for the pl -of dotainisg 
him aga prisoner, bat zather Zor the man’s 
‘own safety, and he at onos reported the mat=. 
ter to the: polico and brought him in front 
of tho Harhgur Master. 1f the - pistol 


had been fired directly at the carpen- 
ter, as he and one of his witness had 
asserted, the bullet oust either have struck 
the carpenter or some portion of the ship. 
Two men who were on the topgallant fore~ 
castle said the bullet went over them and 
went far past the ship. Taking all the cou- 
tradictiona in the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion into consideration, as well as the clear 
statement which had been made for the de- 
fence, His Worship must come to the 
conclusion that the Captain did not intend to 
injure the man, and so he was entitled to have 
the summons dismised. It was only after 
he found that he was not going back in the 
ship that he brought forward this charge out 
of petty spite and it was completely tramp- 
ed up. ith regard to the shooting in the 
harbour, Mr Wotton admitted thot although 
it was not in the summons yet His Worship 
had power to deal with it or any breach of 
the laws of Colony which might come to 
light during the investigation of the case, 
and that could cither be added to the ori- 
ginal charge or the sumrone could be dis- 
missed and it could be dealt with separately. 

Lawrenze Thomas was then recalled, and 
in anawer to the bench said the carpenter 
yas standing near the galley whon the Cap- 
tain fired and that he was fsoing the Cap- 
tain. 

His Worship enid this was a very serious 
charge indeed, and if the caso was made out 
be would send it for trial to a higher Court. 
It was a crimo that, if proved, would in- 
volve penal servitude for life, and that was @ 
punishment a Magistrate was not empower- 
ed to inflict, He had taken eome time to 
consider the case and oxamino the evidence, 
and ho had come to the conclusion that thero 
was not a case wade out to send to the 
Supreme Court. There was no doubt that 
the Captain had presented and fired the 
pistol, but witnesses had been produced to 
prove that it was not aimed at tho carpen- 
ter, but that it was directed some feet above 
his head. If the pistol had been directed at 
the carpenter the consequence was that if 
the bullet missed the man it must have gone 
into the ship somewhere, which was not the 
caso. There were also other features which 
abewed the Captain did not intend to take 
‘the man's life. At the time of this ocour- 
rence the carpenter was much excited and 
would not be so well able to have a distinct 
and minute recollection of every detail, and 
the story of the other men who were not 60 
excited, and who eaw what transpired, was 
‘ much more likely to be correct. Complainant 
hod made no complaint to the Consul, and 
the summons was not taken ont till twenty 
daye afterwards, All the facte tended to 
, ahew tho improbability of the complainant's 
statement, and on the whole be had come to 
the conclusion not to send the case to the 
Supreme Court on this charge. 

Mr Wotton: Then this summons is dic- 
missed. 

His Worship: Yes, as there was no 
prima facie case. Wath regard to the firiog 
in the harbour, according to Seo. 14, of 
Ordinance 1, of 1862, it was enacted that no 
cannon, gun or other fire-arms were to be 
fired in the waters of the Colony with- 
out the express eanction of the Har- 
bour Master, onder a ponalty of $200 
This Ordinance had however been cancelled 
by Ord. 9 of 1870, tho new Shipping Con- 
solidated Ordinance which receatly came 
into operation. By that Ordinance, however, 
the cancelled one was re-enacted, the penal- 
ty for ite infringement being the same, 
6200. The question Hie Worship now ha 
was, if he punished the defendant, under 
which Ord. should it be. Theold Ordinance 
had been onncelled. lt could not therefore 
be under that. The shooting took place on 
the 7th of the month, and the new Ordin- 
ance only camo into operation on the 17th, 
ten days later, it oould not therefore be uo- 
der that Jaw, and the defendant just escaped 
by a more agcident, but he would be convio- 
ted of an assault, It waa an assqult to fire 
the pistol over the man’s head, and it was 
an assault to place the man in irona while 
in this harbour, 

Mr Wotton said the man was placed in 
irons at his own request. 

His Worship, proceeding, said he had 
taken into consideration the fact thut tho 
Captain had pluced the man in irons for bis 
own safety and that he had immediately 
communicated with the polico, and that 
thers wus no intentional breach of the law,

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THE EARTHQUAKES IN 
MANILA 
(From a Correspondent.) 
Manila, 27th July. 
Since my last we have suffered new 
horrora in the shape of several heavy 
earthquakes—two as severe aa the first 
one of 18th, and. the othera not quite so 


pretending to give. you an exact ecoount 
of what has happened, as the authorities 
themeelves'do not know fall particulars, 
Ag far a3 Ican learn there is not one 
building of heavy materials that bas 
-not suffered soverely, © All the Oburchea 
-without exception have been seriously 
damaged. The approximate number of 
buildings that. threaten.rain and for the 
public ‘safety. are. ordered to be de- 
molished, is up to date about 100, We 
are constantly having slight: shocks, aud 


molition and hope for the best, awaiting 
the will of Divine Providence wi'h fear 
and trembling, The woe-begone, terror- 
stricken countenancea one Recs on every 
side tend but to augment the individual 
depression. To attempt to console a 
weaker spirit words seem to fail one, and 
if at the moment a slight shock of the 
earth is felt, to put in practice the re- 
signation you point out to your fellow- 
sufferer requires stronger minda and 
braver spirits than the generality of us 
possess, Wo all feel terrified to a degree, 
so that the slightest noise causes us to 
run—the nervona system ia excited to 
auch a pitch. 

It is dangerous to walk through the 
atreeta in the town, materials of the 
Imildings hanging as it were by a hair, 
the buildings leaning over all ways you 
can imagine. High stone walls cracked, 
soe bulgingout and some in—balconies 
suspended in the mid air,—window- 
frames just held up at one corner only— 
large beama of timber pointing ont with 
an incline towards the streets, looking aa 
if but a stight puff of wind would send 
them all flying. The panic that has 
taken possession of all without exception 
hes called for some censure in the papers, 
which preach resignation, valour and 
presence of mind——no doubt very good, 
but its vox clamantis en desierto is of no 
avail ; they might address themselves to 
stone statutes, As for saying that tho 
dangor is exaggerated, this is but a poor 
attempt at bravado, to say the best if it 
—if it is said for effect, tho reverse 
might occur, and to try and delude people 
into a fancied security, eventa might 
result that would prove fatal to those 
who were persuaded to stay in their 
houses by the sanguine hopes of the press. 
The motto for one and all at present 
should be “ Hopo for the best and don’t 
court danger.” I entirely agree with 
the idea of people leaving the stone 
houses and if possible never to return 
and occupy them, It is a singular fact 
that the owners of most of the houses 
that are let to others live in light made 
buildings themselves, 

Since my last the news of the breaking 
out of the Voleances Taal and Bulinav 
has tendei to tranguilize our broken 
spirits ; if they continue and develope io 
steady oruption they are our only safety- 
valves—as yot they only throw out large 
volumes of smoke, 

The observations taken at the present 
obs-rvatory, denote almost a constunt 
movement of tho carth,‘although some- 
times hardly perceptible. After the heavy 
shock of the 2lat, the sismometric pen- 
dutum has been perfectly quiet for large 
intervals, The news as to the P.ovinces 
is very depressing ; the Lake towns have 
suffered very seriously,—with this ex- 
ception, thoy have suffered slightly in all 
the remaining purt of the Island of Lu- 
zon as fur as telographic communication 
reaches ; where this does not reach, it will 
be some time before we have dotuils. 

The authorities have done all that is 
possible in. every: sense. Decrees have 
been published prohibiting the repairing 
of buildings until surveyed by the pro- 
per authorities ; no tiled roofs will be al 
lowed to bo rebuilt. The prices of 
materials will be restricted solely to a 
tise of 10 per cent. over the prices 
ruling before the 17th ; labour is not to 
exceed the usual rates, import dues will 
be suppressed on all materials for re- 
building and provisions, no port dues 
under the Ja‘e decree for the building of 
the now inner harbour will be imposed 
until farther ordera, Tho sale of Petro- 
leum is suspended, and no lights allowed 
inside the houses with thia oil. The loas 
no» up to the time I am writing, includ.

dollars, We have had very heavy raine 
all Sunday and yesterday, which will add 
considerably to the loss already suffered, 
as there is not one roof in the town that 
is not leaky. :
